My Model Aircraft? 

 

Having fun means flying safely!  Hobby or 

recreational flying doesn’t require FAA approval but 

you must follow safety guidelines.  Any other use 

requires FAA authorization. 

 

 

 

 

 

 

 

 

 

 

Here are some guidelines to follow: 

 

 DO fly a model aircraft/drone at the local model 

aircraft club 

 DO take lessons and learn to fly safely 

 DO contact the airport control tower when flying 

within 5 miles of the airport 

 DO fly a model aircraft for personal enjoyment 

 DO consider joining the Academy of Model 

Aeronautics  (lots of member benefits) 

 

 DON’T fly near manned aircraft 

 DON’T fly beyond line of sight of the operator 

 DON’T fly an aircraft weighing more than 55 lbs. 

unless it’s certified by an aeromodelling 

community-based organization 

 DON’T fly contrary to your aeromodelling 

community-based safety guidelines 

 DON’T fly model aircraft for payment or 

commercial purposes

Jessica Earp Honored by National Air 

Traffic Controllers Association (NATCA)    

for Saving Jet Pilot 

NATCA awarded Jessica Earp, controller with 

Anchorage Center,  the Alaska Region Archie League 

Medal of Safety Award for saving a fighter jet pilot 

needing to make an emergency landing. 

 

On July 25, 2016, a Navy F-18 departed Eielson Air 

Force Base following a refueling stop en route to Asia 

for a training exercise. Shortly after takeoff, the pilot 

shut down one engine and declared an emergency due to 

an aircraft malfunction. The pilot operated the second 

engine at reduced power in order to conserve fuel, and 

immediately turned back toward Eielson.  A second F-18 

flying with the aircraft also turned back. The tanker that 

had accompanied the aircraft was unable to break off and 

give the aircraft in distress additional fuel at the time 

because it was refueling a different F-18 in the group. By 

the time the tanker was able to break from the group, the 

emergency was too far away for the tanker to catch up. 

The weather surrounding the Aleutian Islands was poor 

and most airports were reporting only a quarter-mile 

visibility.  

 

The F-18 pilot attempted to find an airport with a  

runway long enough to land, and decided to head to  

King Salmon Airport, which has an 8,900-foot long  

runway. With low fuel and a bad weather situation on 

the ground, the pilot was desperate to get the aircraft 

on the ground. Anchorage Center controller Jessica 

Earp took quick action and suggested nearby St. Paul 

Airport (SNP). The airport has a 6,500-foot runway 

and was reporting VFR (visual flight rules) conditions 

at the time. Until Earp suggested the airport, the pilot 

had not considered the possibility and, because of 

deteriorating conditions, was looking to ditch the F-18 

in the ocean in hope of a water rescue. The next closest 

airport with a comparable runway was about 300 miles 

away over the Bering Sea.  When Earp relayed that 

SNP reported VFR conditions, the pilot was anxious to 

head that way. Earp issued a heading and the pilot was 

able to get the airport in sight and land without 

incident. Without Earp’s quick thinking, the pilot 

would have had to ditch the F-18 in the middle of the 

ocean. Her knowledge of the airspace and the airports 

within it prevented a potentially tragic outcome.

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Congratulations to Larry Rivers and the 

Talkeetna Build A Plane Project 
 

The National Coalition for Aviation and Space Educa-

tion has inducted Larry Rivers, Director of the Alaska 

Talkeetna Build A Plane (TBAP) into the Crown Cir-

cle for Aerospace Education Leadership.  This award 

recognizes those who have made significant contribu-

tions to aerospace education in either a local, regional, 

or national role. 

 

Larry has been the Director of the TBAP for the past 7 

years.  This is an all-volunteer organization providing 

a cost free program for students through the sale of 

restored aircraft.  All donations go directly toward air-

craft restoration.  

 

Shortly after Larry started in his position, a destroyed 

Piper Cherokee Six aircraft was donated to the pro-

gram.  Larry worked tirelessly to find sponsors and 

bring in resources to help the youth master the skills 

needed to plan for a complete restoration of the air-

craft. 

 

Larry says, “The Cherokee is completed and registered 

and has a new Airworthiness Certificate.  We now 

have a Cessna 172 project that’s in full tear down and 

going back together.  The industry support is just 

amazing.  Better yet, we have a bunch of kids with 

their A&P’s working all over the place...several at 

Everts Air in Fairbanks; a couple are doing mainte-

nance for United and Delta Airlines in Fairbanks; one 

is working for Northern Air Cargo in Anchorage; and 

one for K2 Aviation in Talkeetna.  There are several 

private pilots as well and others in UAF’s AP school 

finishing up.” 

 

Currently there is a challenge to find funding to pur-

chase the building that has been donated for the pro-

ject since 2010.  The group is so large now they are 

working in two buildings.
